TraGic DEeatTH oF A Matron 

THe Buchanan Hospital at Hastings has just 
sustained a very tragic loss in the death by a 
motor accident of the matron, Miss A. C. Rans 
ford. She had arranged a pleasure party for an 
excursion into the country, and on the return 
journey the car was over-turned and Miss Rans 
ford killed, while a former head nurse, who was 
also of the party, is lying in the hospital suffering 
from severe bruises. 

Miss A. C. Ransford had been matron of the 
hospital for fourteen years, and had endeared 
herself to the patients and the nursing staff by 
her skill as a nurse, and by her gentleness, con 
bined with firmness, as a matron She is deeply 
deplored by a large number of people in th. 
town and neighbourhood, to whom her sudden 
death has come as a most severe shock

NURSING IN SOUTH 
AMERICA 


NE can only generalise about nursing matters 
O; South America as a whole. Dotted here 
and there, all over the Continent, are hospitals 
under English and nursed by English 
women. At Pernambuco, in Brazil, the first port 
at which one touches in the new world when 
coming out from England, English nurses are at 
work, I believe At Rio there is a good hospital, 
‘* The Strangers’ Hospital,’’ with English nurses. 
Further inland from Rio, and also in Brazil, at 
San Paolo, is another hospital, with a Scotch 
doctor, and nursed by British Further 
south, at Monte Video, Uruguay, is another 
English hospital. At Rosario, in the Argentine, 
about 100 miles up the River Plate, Anglo- 
German Hospital, usually nursed by English or 
Scotch At Buenos Ayres is the British 
hospital, and on the other side of the continent, at 
Valparaiso, in Chili, is another hospital under 
English supervision.

Besides these are the native hospitals, 


Portuguese or Spanish, as the case may be. I 
know very little about the Portuguese (in Brazil), 


but the Spanish hospitals in the Argentine are 
very well equipped, and managed and nursed 
by the Sisters of Mercy The leading native sur- 
geons are very clever and quite up-to-date. They 
belong to the wealthy old Spanish families, and 
go to Edinburgh, London, Paris, Vienna, &c 
to complete their studies 

The Hospital Inglese, in Buenos Ayres, is the 
leading English hospital in South America. It 
was built originally some fifty for 
British seamen. About twenty years ago an eu 
tirely new hospital was built, with 140 beds, and 
private rooms for Englishmen living in the city, or 
from the ‘‘camp’”’ (or country, equivalent to 
South African ‘* veldt ’’) 

When I went out to the Argentine 
or twelve years ago I found it well organised and 
equipped. The matron, a ‘‘ Nightingale ’’ nurse 
another from St. and two Scotch 
ladies trained in Glasgow, had gone out some four

short time in raising the whole tone of nursing 
and made the British Hospital known from one 
end of the Argentine to the other.
